Examiner points out that the recitation "polymer film substrate" does not necessarily limit the pending claims to provision of a continuous, 
elongated substrate, rather than a wafer. The recitation can be interpreted as a wafer (i.e. substrate) comprising a polymer film. This 
interpretation renders mute Applicant's argument(s) regarding whether or not Hwang et al. fairly teach the limitation of rotation of 
substrates and deposition sources relative to one another. 

Kokaku et al. teach provision of a rotatable drum for carrying a continuous, elongated substrate through a plurality of processing stations 
for a deposition process. 

As amended: 

Claims 8, 12-13, 15 and 18-20 would be rejected under 35 USC 103 as being unpatentable over Hwang in view of George. 

Claims 9 and 17 would be rejected under 35 USC 103 as being unpatentable over Hwang and George as applied to claims 8, 12-13, 15 
and 18-20 and further in view of Kokaku.
